Another chapter in the history of tragic France — the 


political trials scheduled to begin this week — is another grim 
warning to the peoples of the republics still at peace and yet 
unconquered. The warning is simply this: That government of 
the people, by the people, and for the people, will stand up 
only so long as the people recognize that their government, like 
all other forms of government, is bound by the immutable rules 
of sound business and fair play. 
France today is preparing to try

• ® eight men for treason. 


All these men were leaders of the 


nation but a few years ago. Today 
they arc on trial for destroying the 
nation—for wrecking France within, 
and for letting Germany conquer her. 


The trial will be before a packed 


court of the new Fascist-like govern- 
ment of France. 


That the defendants will be convict- 


ed, goes without saying. 


But they aren't the really guilty 


ones. 


The guilty ones arc the rank and file 


of the people of France. 


It was the people of France who 


wanted to rule themselves but who 
refused the responsibilities that ac- 
company government. 


It was the people of France who 


mistook Government for God and 
Justice and Business. 


It was the people of France who 


thought nothing was done right but 
by voting on it; and it was the people 
of France who thought if they voted 
that made it final. 


But the immutable laws of trade 


nnd business and of human justice 
make one man rich and another one 
bankrupt, keep one nation safe and 
sound and utterly destroy another—

French politics is and always has 


been vastly different from American. 
In Wasliington, leades of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican forces in the 
House and Senate may verbally in 
debate tear each other to pieces, but 
on the outside may be the closest 
of friends. That's almost unknown 
in France. Political hates lead to per- 
sonal hates. 


The big rich, the aristocrats, the ul- 


tra-conservatives, the playboy royal- 
ists, the anti-Semites, the admirers of 
ascism and Nazism have dreamed of 
their hour and now it seems to have 
arrived. Old scores will be paid off. 
Old enemies will be crucified. 


There's Leon Blum, for instance, the 


first Jewish 
premier France ever 


| had. His father so loved 
France, 


hat after the war of 1870, rather 
ban live in a German-ruled Alsace, 
10 moved to Paris. 


In 1936 Blum accumulated many bit- 


ter enemies when he formed the fa- 
nous enemies when he formed the 
"amous "Popular Front"—a combine 
of the parties of the Left—which cap- 
tured Parliament and led to his bc- 
ng premier.

Designer's Visit Bound 


to Effect Winter 


Styles

NEW YORK—Maclnm Elsn Schiapa- 


relli, famous Paris couturier, arrives 
in ihis country at n critical time. 


This fall, for the first time in history, 


there'll be "American Fashion Open- 
ings," instead of "Paris Fashion Open- 
ings." 


Designers and manufacturers were 


nervous and self- conscious in the face 
of that great event, they'd been fev- 
erishly trying to organize themselves 
to asscme the style leadership Paris has 
lost, when Schiaparelli—one of Paris' 
greatest 
names—arrived by chipper 


plane—tired, hatless, war-weary, but 
self-assured and full of ideas. 


Her arrival sent tremors through 


the industry. The warm personal wel- 
come it gave her was tempered by the 
fear that her presence would delay 
their weaning-from-Faris process. 


Where will Schiaparclli fit into the 


new picture? Will she establish a 
business and become a part of the 
new American couture? Or will she 
keep alive the remembrance of Paris, 
be a connecting link between that 
city and America until Paris designers 
can reestablish themselves as world 
dictators of style? 


Schiaparelli, of course, scarcely is 


in a position to speak frankly. After 
all, her shop is still open in Paris, her 
fellow designers are working there. 
Anything she says may be used against 
her—or her friends. 


She docs say this much: "I see n_ 


reason why America cannot build u| 
a couture of its own. 1 know there", 
designing talent here, and if it if 
given encouragement, it will develop 
more and more. Certainly American 
sports clothes have been the best in 
the world for years." 


But she denies that she intends to 


stay here. 


She will start a lecture tour early 


in September, nnd create 20 origina 
designs to carry along to illustrate her 
talks on "Clothes and the Woman." 


It will be interesting to see whicl 


has the greater effect on style de- 
velopments—these 20 original Schiap- 
arelli's, or the hundreds of models that 
will be turned out by talented, but 
comparatively anonymous, American 
designers. 


Schiaparclli says that when her tour 


ends in December, she'll return to 
Paris. If she does, however, it will nol 
be because she didn't have plenty oi 
inducement to slay. 


Manufacturers may declare their 


devotion to home-talent designers, bul 
the moment this lady from Paris step- 
ped off the clipper you could almost 
hear them sigh: "Ah! Thank heaven. 
Schiaparelli will pull us out of this 
hole." 


At least four manufacturers have 


offered her 55,000 a year for the use 
of her name on labels. No American 
designer can make that money with- 
out turning a hand. She also has 
been offered $500 apiece for original 
designs. 
If she cares to, she can 


establish a permanent—and probably 
prosperous—business here. 


She says nothing about sending her 


daughter "Gogo"—who has been in 
New York several months—back to 
Paris, so there may be personal as 
well as business lies to hold her 
here. 


But fashion history will have to wait 


while Schiaparelli gathers up a few

senators are the very bucks that 
wrote such a bill of sale. Like a con- 
vict before the bar of justice, he ad- 
mils that his work has cost the tax- 
payers millions of dollars. Yet, today 
he is asking you lo send him back up 
there. If lie has the interest of the 
people at heart, why didn't he do some- 
thing for them when he was up there. 
They wrote into thai bill the terms 
of a contract, binding the people of 
this slate as the slaves of Yankee 
bondholders; bound them under the 
law so thai no olher legislature after 
them could reduce the gasoline tax 
or license fees. 


"In the first volumn of his promises, 


Mitchell states thai Ihe gasoline lax 
is loo high. What did he lell you in 
1930 about reducing the gasoline lax. 
When Hempslcad county sent my op- 
ponent to the senate in 1930 to take 
care of our interest, the gasoline tax 
was 5c. One of the first things ho did 
after he got to Litllo Rock and slrutlcd 
around in those marble halls was to 
increase the gasoline lax from 5c to 
6c. Act 63 of 1031 reads: 'It is intended 
by this statute lo impose a tax upon 
the owners of all motor vehicles using 
a combustible type of engine, upon the 
public roads and highways, by requir- 
ing them to pay for the privilege 
thereof, in addition to the usual license 
fee, the sum of 6c pr gallon for Ihe 
molor vehicle fuel used.' Yel in Ihe 
face of lhat hypocritical action, he and 
his damage suit backers in Arkansas 
say the tax is too high. But did he 
slop increasing your gasoline tax in 
1931. 
No, not on your life. He was 


Ihe man—so Ihey wrote in his an- 
nouncement for him—the man who sat 
across the table from Governor Futrell 
and wrote the present refunding bill. 
Remember, he had already incerased 
your gasoline tax from 5 lo 6 cenls, 
but when he helped to write the re- 
funding bill, he increased your gaso- 
line tax another one-half cent, making 
it G'/j cents, instead of 5 cents. Further- 
more, "in Section 44 of Act 11 of 1934, 
which he tells you he helped write, 
we find 'this Act shall constitule a 
contract between the slate and its 
creditors, including the affected im- 
provement districts, and the terms of 
such contract or contracts shall never 
be impaired by any subsequent leg- 
islation.' Where was Lawrence Mit- 
chell when that scandalous provision 
was fastened on to the people of Ar- 
kansas? 


"When Mitchell went into office the 


gasoline tax for Arkansas was 5c. 
It was 4c in Texas, 5c in Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, 4, Missouri 2. Immediate- 
ly the gasoline tax was raised in Ar- 
kansas to Gc bul il stayed the same in 
these other states. It was again raised 
in Arkansas to GV..C, but stayed the 
same in other slalcs. 


"Mitchell picked out a few increases 


in appropriations but I showed where 
the total appropriations for 1939 were 
len million dollars less than the ap- 
propriations for 1937. Mitchell brought 
this up because I was chairman of the 
budget committee in 1939, the only 
commillec provided for by Ihe con- 
slilution. I was appointed to that 
committee after the governor designat- 
cd.John Bransford as his preference 
for, speaker. Bryson ciled Ihe federal 
case of Leonard V; Hubbell 6 Fed., 
supplements, -page '145.' They-"cited 
lhat as the federal aulhority prohibit- 
ing the Arkansas legislature from re- 
pudiating the stale obligations with 
bondholders in Pennsylvania and other 
stales. 
Milchell couldn't understand 


why the B bonds were made to bear 
interest in the 1939 bond refunding 
bill. Bryson explained that the B 
bonds formed a first mortgage and it 
was necessary to include these in Uie 
new issue lo prevent Ihe newly-issued | 
bonds from being a second mortgage or 
lien. Bryson accused Mitchell of hav- 
ing never read the bill or he would 
have known thai Ihe bill provided for 
Ihe interest be left at the present 
rate. Mitchell attacked Bryson's free 
text book bill, staling Bryson wilh- 
drcw the bill when they amended the 
bill lo eliminate Ihe word uniform. 
Bryson explained that the word uni- 
form was necessary to prevent high 
school students who transferred from 
one high school to another from hav- 
ing to buy a new set of high school 
hooks."
